Where a 
tree is not interfering with wires or 
buldings, however, the less pruning 
that can be done the better since 
a trea not only becomes quite un- 
sightly when its branches are lopped 
without regard for symmetery and 
form of tree, but there is in fact 
no evidence to suppory the belief 
held by some the severe pruning, 
or bobbing as it should be called, 
will make a tree live longer. On the 
contrary, with species such as Russian 
popular, cottonwoods and other pop- 
lars, the wounds of pruning, according 
to one leading authrity, provide ready 
access to disease germs and when 
pruned the results are often disast- 
rous within three or four years.

Handicrafts In The West 


Shortiy after the conclusion of the World's Grain Show held at Regina | 
last sumimer the question arose as to the uses to which the big quarter of | 
a million dollar Grain Saow building could be devoted, not only in connec- 
tion with the annual provincial exhibition but throughout the year. Many | 
suggestions were advanced, but few had any relation to the subject of the! 
use to be made of the building in connection with the annual Provincial 
Exhibition, possibly because of the size of the structure, the great extent 
of floor space, ana the difficulty in these recent years of finding necessary 
funds to promote any large development. 

The writer now proposes to advance an idea for the consideration not 
only of the Regina Provincial Exhittion Board, but of people throughout 
the three prairie provinces. This idea is advanced because it is somewhat 
in keeping with the international character of the project for which the 
building was originally constructed; because it presents an opportunity to 
encourage and develop one aspect of our western life we are in danger 
of neglecting; and because it appears to be a feasible undertaking at the 
present time, and, in fact, may even provide a small source of income to 
many people who are in dire nesd of every cent they can earn. 


The suggestion we advance is that this building erected to house grain 
and other exhibits of the nations of the world, or at least a portion of it, 
should continue to be utilized each year for the display of the handicrafts | 
of the people of the many nations who constitute such a large proportion 
of the population of Western Canadian provinces. In other words, that the 
various racial and national groups throughout the West be invited, en- 
couraged, even urged, to revive their home handicrafts on a larger scale 
than before and to exhibit the same, the understanding being that the ex- 
hibitors have the right to sell the goods they have placed on exhibit if they 
so desire.

What, we ask, could provide a more colorful, interesting and instructive 
exhibition than a continuous series of booths each devoted to the handi- 
crafts of different national groups, presided over by men and women of 
each particular group, dressed in their national costumes? 


Some years ago the C.P.R. sponsored the holding of exhibitions of handi- 
crafts throughout Canada, and these were attended hy thousands of inter- 
ested visitors. In conjunction with such exhibitions, festivals and concerts 
featuring the music of different countries were held. Recently, at Regina, | 
@ highly successful folk festival and dance was held in which hundreds of 
citizens of non-English speaking nationalities participated, each providing 
their own orchestra or band.

Official Of Air Ministry Satisfied 
With Britain’s Efficiency 

Our stunt press so frequently sets 
our flesh creeping by allusions to our 
unpreparedness to ward off air at- 
tacks that it is refreshing to hear 
the views of a real expert. 

I had a talk to-day with one of 
the high officials of the Air Minf- 
stry. He scoffed at the notion that 
we should imitate Italy in construct- 
ing “funk holes” beneath our arterial 
roads. He was not even greatly con- 
cerned that civilians should be train- 
ed in the use of gas masks, When I 
reminded him that in the matter of 
acroplane squadrons we came very 
low down in the list of the seven big 
powers, his contention was that it 
was not aeroplanes that counted, but 
the efficiency of the pilots. Aero- 
planes could be turned out at the rate 
of hundreds a month if necessary. 

“Where do we stand,” I asked, “in | 
the matter of efficiency?” ‘Measured 
by this room,” he said, “we are right 
up to the ceiling. And the Power 
that comes next is America. Her 
position would be just about two-| 
thirds up the wall.’”—London Cor., 
Ottawa Journal.

Germany Getting Ready For Olympic 
Games Of 1936 

Germany is rebuilding for the 
Olympic Games of 1986 the great 
stadium which was constructed for 
the Olympics of 10916, cancelled be- 
cause of the war. 

Werner March, son of the original 
builder, ig in charge of remodelling 
the huge arena in the Grunewald, 
just outside of Berlin, and plans to 
make it more complete even than the 
Los Angeles stadium, 

It is planned that the main stadium 
will be surrounded by a tennis court, 
a cycling ground and a swimming 
pool, with accommodations for 440,- 
000 spectators, Furthermore, a 
ground for equestrian sports will be 
erected. A home for athletes, to be 
called “‘The Home of German Sports,” 
is also planned, as well as buildings 
with social centres for the athletes 
participating at the 1936 games, 

In issuing orders for the recon- 
struction, Chancellor Hitler declared: 
“Germany receives herewith a sports 
arena the equal of which hag never 
been seen anywhere in the world.” 
The German sports commissioner, 
Von Tschammer-Osten and the min- 
ister of interior, Wilhelm Frick, have 
full powers for conducting construc- 
tion work. The money needed for the 
purpose has already been appropriat- 
ed by the ministry of finance. 

If all is achieved as foreseen the 
German Olympic-Stadium for 1936, it 
is claimed, will be the greatest and 
most practical sports centre in the 
world.

Identify King Saul’s Fortress: 


Archacologists Trace Hilltop Palace

Archacologists have at last identi- 
fied the fortress of King Saul, the 
walled capital from which the Bible 
hero went out time and again with 
his soldiers to wage war against the 
enemies of Israel. 

Success in identifying the ruins of 
Saul’s palace-fortress is reported by 
Professor W. I’.

Harvesting In India 


Primitive Methods Of Harvesting 
Still Being Used in India 

Harvest time varies in different 
parts of India between March and 
April, The wheat is allowed to get 
dead ripe before it is harvested and | 
cutting is all done by hand by means 
of small hooks. The cutting is gen- 
erally done by labourers on the share 
system, but in some parts of India 
the crop can be cut and tied into 
bundles for a contract cash pay- 
ment of approximately a dollar an 
acre. From the harvest fields the 
bundles are brought in carts to the} 
threshing floor where the grain is 
trodden out by bullocks. These bul- 
locks walk round a central pole to 
*yhich they are tied, treading out the 
|grain as they go round, The work | 
is irksome and slow. In addition to | 
separating the grain, the action of 
the hoofs of the bullocks is to bruise | 
and break up the dry straw into 
| small fragments. This broken straw | 
is known as bhusa and is the chief 
form of cattle fodder for the rest of 
the year, The grain is winnowed from 
the chaff by hand during the preval- 
| ence of hot dry west winds.—G., §, |

Canada does not import many 
eggs, the domestic hen apparently 
being able to cater for her own 
folk. The few we get—3,764 dozen 
in December, which was consider- 
ably above the average of the past 
year—came mainly from Hong Kong, 
United States and Australia. The 
total supply in 1933 was 24,753 dozen. 
That is, eggs in the shell, for we get 
frozen and dried eggs from China 
and the United States to some littie 
extent—36,706 pounds in 1933, which 
was less than one-third of the 1932 
requirement.
